Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health  : 

Sir — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  report  on  the  Vital  Statistics  of 
the  City  of  New  York  for  the  year  1880. 

The  various  tables  which  make  up  this  report  are  compiled  from 
the  certificates  of  deaths,  births,  and  marriages  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Health  by  physicians,  clergymen,  midwives,  magistrates, 
and  coroners. 

The  returns  of  births  and  marriages  are  still  imperfect,  an  imper- 
fection due  sometimes  to  indifference  or  forgetfulness,  or  ignorance 
of  the  importance  of  registration,  and  sometimes  to  a  desire  to  conceal 
clandestine  unions  and  illegitimate  offspring.  The  certificates  of 
death,  supplemented  by  the  inquest  of  the  Coroner,  are  only  to  be 
criticised  as  regards  accuracy  of  diagnosis,  a  criticism  not  especially 
applicable  to  this  city,  and  destined  to  have  less  force,  year  by  year, 
as  the  standard  of  medical  education  becomes  improved. 

As  in  former  years,  the  marriages,  births,  and  still-births  will  be 
presented  by  Dr.  John  T.  Nagle,  Deputy  Register. 

The  student  of  this  and  previous  reports  on  the  vital  statistics  of 
the  city  will  notice  that  the  mortality  for  1880  is  decidedly  in  advance 
of  other  years.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  the  true  explanation 
of  this  fact  is  to  be  found  in  our  increasing  population,  and  that  if  the 
census  of  the  city  were  accurately  known  the  figures  would  show  a 
marked  improvement  in  our  death-rate. 

In  consulting  the  table  of  the  annual  comparative  mortality  in  six 
consecutive  years,  to  be  found  in  this  report,  there  is  a  general  increase 
for  the  past  year  in  nearly  every  item,  and  it  is  highly  probable  that 
the  increase  in  mortality  has  not  more  than  kept  pace  with  our 
advance  in  population. 

The  total  mortality  for  1880  was  31,937  ;  the  estimated  population 
was  1,206,577,  and  the  death-rate  per  1,000  was  26.47. 


Of  this  grand  total  mortality  there  were  16,831  males  and  15,106 
females.  The  mortality  among  our  native-born  population  was 
20,947,  while  the  foreign-born  numbered  10,990,  and  there  were  692 
deaths  among  people  of  color. 

The  deaths  among  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  14,650,  a 
percentage  of  45.87  on  the  total  mortality,  a  smaller  percentage  than 
for  any  year  of  the  last  fifteen,  excepting  1879. 

The  mortality  was  distributed  as  follows  among  the  different 
seasons,  viz.  :

The  nomenclature  of  diseases  being,  as  in  former  years,  that  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  London,  the  different  classes  are 
responsible  for  our  mortality,  as  follows,  viz.  :

1st.  Zymotic  Diseases. — Under  the  sub-class  of  miasmatic  diseases 
we  have  the  mortality  from  small-pox  continuing  low,  there  having 
been  but  31  fatal  cases  during  the  year.  Measles,  with  a  mortality  of 
479,  and  scarlet  fever,  with  618  deaths,  may  be  both  considered  to 
have  been  in  comparative  abeyance,  while  diphtheria,  with  1,390, 
and  croup,  with  910  deaths,  were  decidedly  formidable  as  compared 
with  other  yeari '  -The  diarrhceal  diseases  were  actually  more  fatal 
than  in  the  two  years  immediately  preceding  by  about  1,000  deaths, 
though  probably  not  comparatively  so.  Typhoid  fever  maintained 
about  its  usual  figures. 

2d.  Constiiictiofial  Diseases  give  a  total  of  6,974  deaths,  of  which 
the  largest  portion,  4,706,  were  due  to  phthisis  pulmonalis,  while  the 
various  organs  in  659  cases  were  fatally  affected  by  carcinoma. 

3d.  Local  Diseases.— There  were  12,122  deaths  from  this  large 
class  of  diseases.     Of  this  whole  number,  2,788  were  due  to  diseases 


of  the  nervous  system,  meningitis,  apoplexy,  and  convulsions  being 
the  most  important.  There  were  1,250  deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
circulatory  organs,  of  which  number  1,153  were  from  diseases  of  the 
heart.  The  respiratory  organs  contributed  4,585  deaths,  of  which 
2,822  were  from  pneumonia  and  1,375  from  bronchitis. 

4th.  Developmental  Diseases  gave  a  mortality  of  1,497.  There 
were  626  deaths  from  premature  birth  and  126  from  atelectasis 
pulmonum.  There  were  40  mothers  who  died  in  "  child-birth,"  so 
certified  by  the  medical  attendant,  while  19  died  from  "flooding" 
and  9  from  "  placenta  prebia."  There  were  140  deaths  from  metritis 
and  46  from  miscarriage  and  abortions.  In  many  cases  it  is  evidently 
a  matter  of  choice  and  judgment  under  which  of  these  headings  to 
place  a  given  death,  and  this  must  be  borne  in  mind  if  the  statistician 
would  wisely  use  these  tables. 

5th.  Deaths  by  Violence  VQ3.ched  1,319.  Of  these  there  were  i,  107 
attributed  to  accident  or  negligence,  the  chief  factors  being  fractures 
and  contusions  ;  vehicles,  either  street  or  railway  ;  burns  and  scalds, 
and  drowning. 

There  were  152  cases  of  self  murder;  there  were  58  homicidal 
•deaths,  and  but  two  judicial  executions.

ZYMOTIC   DISEASES. 

The  total  mortality  for  the  year  having  been  31,937,  the  zymotic 
diseases  will  be  seen  to  have  contributed  9,573  deaths  to  it,  or  29.97 
per  cent. 

In  the  first  quarter  there  were  1,413  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  ; 
in  the  second  quarter,  2,580  ;  in  the  third  quarter,  3,315  ;  and  in  the 
fourth  quarter,  2,265. 

This  mortality  was  distributed  among  the  principal  zymotic 
diseases,  as  follows:  Small-pox,  31  ;  measles,  479  ;  scarlatina,  618  ; 
diphtheria,  1,390;  croup,  910;  malarial  fevers,  470  ;  and  diarrhceal 
diseases,  3,947. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  the  relative  prevalence  of  these  diseases 
in  the  different  seasons.  As  regards  small-pox,  the  preceding  quarters 
ofiS/^had  bjt    one  death  from  i;,  and  indeed  there  were   but   25 
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DURING  THE  VEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,    \%'&o— (Continued) . 
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deaths  from  it  during  all  that  year.  So,  there  having  been  no  new 
cases  imported,  there  was  no  death  from  small-pox  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1880,  and  but  two  in  the  second.  In  the  third  a  body  of 
laborers  from  a  sister  city  brought  it  to  us,  and  soon  we  had  four  deaths. 
As  the  disease  escaped  detection  until  many  unprotected  persons  had 
been  exposed  to  it,  there  was  a  mortality  of  25  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

In  the  first  quarter  the  deaths  from  measles  exceeded  those  from 
either  scarlatina,  diphtheria,  or  croup,  but  in  the  third  and  fourth 
quarters  these  diseases  regained  their  usual  supremacy. 

The  deaths  from  malarial  fevers  were  at  a  minimum  of  83  in  the 
first  quarter,  rose  to  108  in  the  second,  reaching  a  maximum  of  150 
in  the  third  quarter,  and  declining  to  108  in  the  fourth. 

The  minimum  deaths  from  diarrhoeal  diseases  occurred  in  the  first 
quarter,  viz.,  128,  and  the  maximum,  2,171,  in  the  third  quarter.

The  following  tables  of  mortality  from  Phthisis  Piilmonalis  give 
the  number  of  annual  deaths  from  this  disease  since  the  year  1816, 
with  the  percentages  on  the  total  mortality. 

It  will  be  seen  that  during  the  year  1880  there  were  4,706  deaths 
from  Phthisis  Pulmonalis  in  this  city,  being  a  percentage  of  14.73  on 
the  deaths  from  all  causes.  As  is  usually  the  case,  the  male  mortality 
was  slightly  in  excess  of  the  female.  Of  this  whole  number,  1,047 
died  in  our  Hospitals  and  other  Institutions. 

The  effect  of  the  different  seasons  on  the  mortality  was  not  very 
marked.  Thus,  in  the  first  quarter  there  were  1,189  deaths  ;  in  the 
second,  1,110  ;  in  the  third,  1,141  ;  while  in  the  fourth  they  rose  to 
1,266,  the  most  fatal  months  having  been  January,  March,  October 
and  December. 

The  years  between  the  ages  of  20  and -50  will  be  seen  to  have  been 
the  most  fatal  ones.

Of  the  302  deaths  which  the  medical  attendant  or  the  Coroner 
certified  as  having  been  due  directly  or  remotely  to  Intemperance,  74 
were  native-born,  137  were  from  Ireland,  and  51  were  from  Germany. 

While  in  50  cases  the  social  condition  of  the  decedent  was  not 
ascertained,  65  of  them  were  single,  142  were  married,  and  in  45 
cases  they  were  either  widows  or  widowers. 

The  complicating  diseases  will  be  seen  to  have  been  those  usually 
associated  with  alcoholic  excess,  and  the  brain,  the  stomach,  the  liver 
and  the  kidneys  will  be  observed  to  have  suffered  in  about  the  usual 
proportions. 

The  stress  of  mortality  fell,  naturally,  on  middle  life,  although  the 
ripe  age  of  70,  and  even  85,  was  reached  in  a  few  instances.

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This  interesting  table,  showing  the  total  mortality  for  each  day  of 
the  year,  as  well  as  the  mortality  of  children  under  five  years  of  age, 
can  be  studied  to  the  best  advantage  in  connection  with  the  "  Stati- 
graphic  Chart"  and  daily  meteorological  observations. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  most  favorable  month  of  the  year  was 
February,  with  a  mortality  of  2,184,  of  which  number  875  were 
children.  The  most  favorable  day  of  the  year  was  January  13,  with 
51  deaths. 

The  high  temperature  of  the  last  week  in  May,  followed  by  an 
unusually  hot  June,  gave  us  the  highest  death-rate  of  the  year — 3,535 
deaths  in  June  alone,  of  which  2,101  were  in  children  under  five  years. 
The  mortality  kept  up  during  July  and  then  gradually  declined. 
This  sudden  mortality  was  due,  to  a  great  extent,  as  is  shown  so 
strikingly  on  the  chart,  to  the  prevalence  of  diarrhoeal  diseases.

There  were  7,538  deaths  in  6,864  houses  of  the  former  class,  of 
which  deaths  2,999  o""  39-79  per  cent,  were  in  children  under  five 
years  old  ;  while  there  were  17,816  deaths  in  10,609  tenement-houses, 
of  which  deaths  10,101,  or  56.69  per  cent,  were  in  children  under  five 
years  old.  The  total  number  of  houses,  both  tenement  and  other,  in 
which  deaths  occurred  was  17,473.

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In  submitting  this  Report  to  the  Board,  I  take  pleasure  in  testify- 
ing to  the  general  harmony  and  industry  of  the  gentlemen  engaged 
in  chronicling  the  various  subjects  connected  with  the  births,  mar- 
riages and  deaths  which  have  been  reported  during  the  past  year. 

The  Board  is,  as  usual,  indebted  to  Professor  Daniel  Draper,  of 
the  Central  Park  Observatory,  for  the  daily  meteorological  observa- 
tions on  which  the  Statigraphic  Chart  has  been  constructed.

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  during  the  year  1880  there 
were  35,659  burial  permits  issued  by  this  Bureau  ;  of  this  number 
31,866  were  issued  for  city  deaths,  1,431  for  bodies  in  transitu,  and 
2,362  for  the  interment  of  still-born  infants.  There  were  312  tran- 
scripts of  the  record  of  births,  299  of  marriages,  and  1,427  of  deaths 
granted,  and  2,465  searches  made  during  the  year,  and  upward  of 
600  circulars  were  sent  to  American  and  foreign  cities  requesting 
information  in  regard  to  births,  marriages,  still-births,  deaths,  etc., 
for  comparative  statistics  of  American  and  foreign  cities. 


The  number  of  births  reported  to  this  Bureau  during  the  year 
1880  was  27,536,  showing  a  birth-rate  of  22.82  to  every  i,00O  of  the 
population,  or  i  to  every  43.8  inhabitants  ;  of  this  number  27,174 
were  white,  and  362  colored  ;  14,356  were  males,  and  13,179  were 
females,  and  the  sex  of  one  was  not  ascertained  ;  11,388  mothers  and 
8,624  fathers  were  born  in  the  United  States  ;  7,427  mothers  and 
9,274  fathers  were  born  in  Germany  ;  4,811  mothers  and  4,757  fathers 
were  born  in  Ireland  ;  725  mothers  and  798  fathers  were  born  in 
England  ;  6'd5  mothers  and  627  fathers  were  born  in  Bohemia  ;  579 
mothers  and  626  fathers  were  born  in  Italy,  and  the  nativity  of  32 
mothers  and  394  fathers  was  either  unknown  or  not  stated,  and  the 
balance  of  the  children  had  parents  who  were  born  in  other  foreign 
countries  than  those  stated.  One  American-born  mother  was 
reported  to  have  borne  her  twenty-second  child,  one  bore  her  seven- 
teenth child  and  one  her  fifteenth.  The  largest  number  of  children 
borne  by  a  foreign-born  mother  was  19;  2  each  gave  birth  to  their 
seventeenth  and  eighteenth  child  ;  3  each  bore  their  sixteenth  child, 
and  12  each  bore  their  fifteenth  child.     Only  about  75  pc  cent,  of  the 
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births  that  take  place  in  this  city  annually  are  reported  for  registra- 
tion. This  failure  is  specially  noticed  among  those  who  practice 
midwifery  among  the  Irish.  The  number  of  births  registered  of 
children  whose  mothers  were  born  in  Ireland  only  exceeds  the  deaths 
of  children  under  5  years  of  age  of  Irish  mothers  by  1,694  The 
births  reported  of  Irish  parents  is  a  little  over  half  the  number 
reported  of  German  parents,  although  the  Irish  population  is  35,113 
in  excess  of  the  German  population. 

The  comparative  table  of  the  vital  statistics  of  American  and 
foreign  cities  will  show  that  there  are  very  few  American  cities  that 
have  a  perfect  registration  of  births,  while  in  Europe  there  are  very 
few  cities  that  have  not  a  complete  registration. 

MARRIAGE    REGISTRATION. 

9,002  marriages  were  registered  in  this  city  during  the  year, 
showing  a  marriage-rate  of  7.46  to  every  I.OOO  of  the  population,  or 
I  to  every  134  inhabitants.  Of  this  number  8,791  males  and  8,801 
females  were  white,  and  211  males  and  201  females  were  colored.  10 
white  women  married  colored  men.  5,004  brides  and  4,174  grooms 
were  born  in  the  United  States;  1,661  brides  and  2,287  grooms  were 
born  in  Germany  ;  742  brides  and  646  grooms  were  born  in  Ireland  ; 
326  brides  and  364  grooms  were  born  in  England  ;  257  brides  and 
287  grooms  were  born  in  Italy  ;  131  brides  and  123  grooms  were 
born  in  Bohemia,  and  106  brides  and  141  grooms  were  born  in 
France.  But  about  80  per  cent,  of  the  marriages  that  take  place  in 
this  city  are  registered.  This  failure  is  more  noticeable  among  those 
who  perform  the  ceremony  among  the  Irish.  The  marriage-rate  of 
those  who  were  born  in  Ireland  was  3.49  in  the  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion, while  the  rate  to  the  1,000  of  those  who  were  born  in  Germany 
was  12.07. 

STILL-BIRTHS. 

2,362  Still-births  were  registered  in  this  city  during  the  year.  The 
still-birth  rate  to  every  1,000  of  the  population  was  1.96,  or  i  to  every 
510.7  of  the  population.  Of  this  number  1,285  were  males,  and  1,060 
females,  and  the  sex  of  17  was  unknown  or  not  stated.  2,305  were 
of  white,  and  57  were  of  colored  parentage  ;  849  mothers  and  664 
fathers  were  born  in  the  United  States  ;   563  fathers  and  563  mothers 
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were  born  in  Ireland;  515  mothers  and  597  fathers  were  born  in 
Germany;  71  mothers  and  83  fathers  were  born  in  England;  55 
mothers  and  58  fathers  were  born  in  Italy  ;  50  mothers  and  58  fathers 
were  born  in  Poland,  and  34  mothers  and  35  fathers  were  born  in 
Bohemia.  The  still-births  in  the  very  early  period  of  utero-gestation 
are  the  only  ones  that  escape  registration. 

The  nativity  of  the  population  of  this  city,  according  to  the 
United  States  census,  which  was  taken  in  June,  1880,  is  given  in  the 
accompanying  table,  as  also  the  births,  marriages  and  still-births 
which  were  reported  to  this  Bureau  during  the  year  1880.  The 
percentage  of  each  branch  of  statistics  to  the  natives  of  the  various 
countries  which  compose  the  population  of  the  city  will  show  where 
any  marked  delinquency  in  the  returns  exists.  The  number  of  mixed 
marriages  where  the  husband  is  a  native  of  one  country  and  the  bride 
of  another  country,  and  also  the  number  of  births  and  still-births 
where  the  father  and  mother  were  born  in  dift'erent  countries,  required 
the  addition  of  all  persons,  male  and  female,  born  in  the  same  country 
and  division  by  two  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  correct  rate  of  the  propor- 
tion that  the  natives  of  each  country  is  entitled  to.
